Gegenes nostrodamus (Lepidoptera: Hesperiidae), first record for East 
Kazakhstan 
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Abstract. Gegenes nostrodomus (Fabricius, 1793) is recorded for the first time from East Kazakhstan based in 7 males and 2 
females caught in the lli valley near to the Kok-Tal village.

On 03.vii.2010 7 males and 2 females of Gegenes 
nostrodamus (Fabricius, 1793) were caught in a 
xerophylic meadow near the lli river in the vicinity of 
Kok-Tal (43.963612°N, 79.601891°E). This species is 
distributed in the Mediterranean region, North Africa 
(Morocco, Algeria, Egypt, Tunisia), Asia Minor, Kopeth- 
Dagh Mts. and South-West Tajikistan. In the book 
"Butterflies of Kazakhstan" (Zhdanko 2005) this species is 
not mentioned from Kazakhstan; in the books of V. V. 
Tshikolovets (1998, 2000, 2003, 2005) it is also not 
shown for this country. It has been recently recorded 
from West Kazakhstan (Dzhambul environs, Usturt 


plateau) (Gorbunov 2011). No records are known from 
Kyrghyzstan and Uzbekistan, so there is a very big 
disjunction, more than 1000 km, in the area of this 
species. 
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
